British Lose 


Destroyer 


Sixth War Vessel Sinks 
In North Sea After 
Striking Mine; 7 Dead

Great Britain lost her sixth war 
vessel—a destroyer—in the war at 
sea today and the Nazi press threat- 
ened drastic retaliation against the 
armed merchantmen of the allied 
powers. 

An unidentified British destroy - 
er sank with a loss of about seven 
men after hitting a German mine, 
the admiralty announced at about 
the same time a British trawler was 
reported sunk by a U-Boat and a 
British cargo steamer by an explo- 
Sion off the coast of Scotland. Still 
other messages disclosed the sink- 
ing of another British freighter— 
by an explosion—and a Norwegian 
steamer, 

The sinking of the destroyer, fol- 
lowing another German bombing 
raid on the Shetland Islands yester- 
day, followed the officially admitted 
loss of the Courageous with 573 
dead; the Kittiwake with five; the 
Royal Oak with 810; the submarine 
Oxley with 53; and an armed traw- 
ler with 27—a total of 1,463 dead. 

The diplomatic front also was 
comparatively quiet, with greatest 
interest centering in Soviet Rus- 
sia’s next move.

In Chicago, William Hale Thomp- 
son once defeated an opponent in a 
contest for the office of mayor by 
frequent repetition of a charge that 
this distinguished citizen had egg 
on his neckties, and, in New York, 
Mr. Hearst aroused great fury 
against John Purroy Mitchell with 
an unsupported allegation that a 
Vanderbilt had called him Jack. 

In Los Tngeles, however, Brother 
Willis Allen, who trained for dem- 
agoguery as cheer leader at the Un- 
iversity of Southern California, was 
well known to have been convict- 
ed in the federal court, fined $100 
and sentenced to a two-year term 
of probation on his refusal to say 
;yes or no to a charge of misusing 
the mails in the promotion of a hair 
restorer. 

The public knew, also, that Bro- 
ther Lawrence Allen had been found 
guilty of using “force and vio- 
lence” on the person of a woman in 
a dispute which occurred early in 
the Ham and Eggs movement and 
had been ordered to pay $25 toward 
the assuagement of the lady’s hurt. 

The record stated that he struck 
her in the face with his right hand, 
almost knocking her down and 
knocking her glasses over her nose, 
but the chivalry of Ham and Eggs 
was such that even the act of strik- 
ing a lady without giving her a 
chance to remove her glasses was 
given negligible weight.

Far from discrediting his econ- 
omic genius, this failure, on the 
contrary, merely proved that the 
system, not Mr. Porter, w as at 
fault and that he was one of its 
victims, 

Sanity is a nice institution, to be 
sure, but so is tolerance. And though 
it be said that southern Califor- 
nia is crazy, it must be allowed in 
compensation that the members of 
Ham and Eggs are slow to find 
fault and quick to sympathize.

MOST OF US know very little 
about our children’s school, despite 
the fact that their futures rest so 
heavily upon their school successes. 

We must remember that the more 
we know about our children’s school, 
the more we can help them get along 
in their studies. 

What most parents know about 
their children’s school they pick up 
from the remarks dropped by their 
boys and girls at home. But children 
are human, and they, therefore, are 
likely to talk most about the things 
at school which annoy them, the 
things they don’t like. They take 
for granted the good things. So do 
we. 

For you to spend half a day in 
the classroom of your children in 
the elementary school is to get a lib- 
eral education. 

We may be surprised at what we 
see and hear. There is not now the 
military atmosphere to which we 
may have been exposed when we 
were pupils in the grades, such as 
folding of hands, standing and 
marching like trained soldiers, and 
almost breathless silence, with the 
teacher spending most of her time 
at detecting and correcting mischief 
makers. Instead, she may not be 
heard to say a thing about conduct. 
The children do most of the talking 
and working while she, like a master 
engineer, quietly moves among the 
pupils, helping a little here, offer- 
ing a suggestion there, answering 
more questions than she asks. 


Have Great Freedom 


The children seem to move about 
with great freedom. They may even 
seem to be noisy and almost dis- 
orderly. But upon closer observa- 
tion, we discern in most of them a 
very definite purpose, and they are 
not disturbed by one another. 

Not all are doing the same thing. 
Numerous projects and activities 
are underway. There may be sev- 
eral groups of children, working to- 

Der, on whose faces signs of ear- 


poh and enjoyment are appar- 
ent. 

At home you may see your own 
and Several neighbor children con- 
tinuing some of the things they had 
begun at school, particularly the 
younger children. Other things be- 
gun at home may be continued next 
day at school. We parents little real- 
ize how much the modern school has 
been doing to add to the evening 
home hours of happiness of our chil- 
dren. It will do them and us a great 
deal of good if we make ourselves 
better acquainted with these high 
spots of our schools. 

A great force in the United States 
for helping us turn our attention to 
the school is the P. T. A. It not only 
helps parents know the school bet- 
ter, but also enables teachers to 
know parents better. 

As we come to know more about 
the good things of our schools, we 
find increasing satisfaction in sup- 
porting them. 

Solving Parent Problems 

Q. When a child begins going out 
at night, should his parent sit up till 
he comes home in order to question 
him about his conduct while away 
from home? 

A. No; but unless it is a hard- 
ship you and the child might en- 
Joy the companionship of a little 
visit after his or her return. Yet it 
should be a visit and not an inquisi- 
tion, Any questions should be like 
those you would ask of a guest. The 
moment you turn yourself as parent 
into a sneak or detective, you have 
begun to build a wall between your- 
self and your child. 

Q. My baby, two years old, is al- 
ways biting other children. 

A. Be with him when he is with 
other children. Then when he bites 
some one, instantly bare his bottom 
and give him a good sound spanking 
low on his bare fat thighs. Make it 
hurt so he will associate the bad act 
with pain, Let no exception occur. 
See that he can never bite another 
without getting instant pain. But 
it will do no good to spank him 
several minutes after the offense.
